The  Town  is  built  on  the  right  bank  (eastern)  of  the  River 
Ouse,  which  here  runs  in  an  artificial  channel.  It  is  situated  two 
miles  from  the  Wash.  The  river  here  is  tidal,  the  rise  of  the  tide 
being  twenty-two  feet. 


The  site  of  the  town  was  originally  fen  land  situated  at  the 
estuary  of  the  river.  The  contour  of  the  land  surface  is  flat.  It 
has  been  subjected  to  inundations  at  various  times  for  prolonged 
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periods  Thus  it  is  found  on  excavating  that  there  is  a layer  of 
clay  several  feet  in  thickness  overlaying  a layer  of  peat.  Beneath 
this  layer  is  a layer  of  clay  covering  another  layer  of  peat. 
Beneath  this  layer  of  peat  we  reach  the  kimmeridge  clay.  Thus 
there  have  been  two  prolonged  periods  of  vegetation  followed  by 
inundations  before  the  district  arrived  at  its  present  state. 

This  nature  of  the  subsoil  has  to  be  taken  into  account  when 
digging  foundations  for  buildings,  and  estimating  the  weight  to  be 
allowed  for  a unit  of  area.  The  cant  of  the  towers  of  St.  Margaret’s 
Church  shews  disregard  of  this  precaution  by  the  builders. 

King’s  Lynn  is  the  chief  town  in  West  Norfolk.  It  is  an 
industrial  and  business  centre  and  a port.  The  inhabitants  are 
mostly  engaged  in  carrying  on  the  industries  and  working  the  port. 
There  is  also  a considerable  fishing  industry.  There  are  malt- 
houses  and  breweries,  various  grain  mills,  iron  and  brass  foundries 
and  saw-mills.  A factory  for  the  preparation  of  catgut  employs  a 
[lumber  of  persons.  And  there  is  a considerable  chemical  industry 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial  manure.  The  fishing 
industry  besides  catching  soles,  etc.,  is  principally  engaged  in  the 
marketing  of  shrimps,  mussels  and  cockles.  King’s  Lynn  is  also 
an  important  railway  centre  for  this  part  of  the  Eastern  Counties. 

The  health  generally  throughout  the  district  for  the  period 
under  review  was  good.  There  was  a small  epidemic  of  Diphtheria 
during  May  and  June.  Ten  cases  were  notified,  three  of  which 
proved  fatal.  All  the  cases  except  one  occurred  in  South  Lynn  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Wisbech  Road  and  Saddlebow  Road.  The 
precautions  taken  were  sufficient  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  com 
plaint. 
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General  Provisions  of  Health  Services 

in  the  Boroiig*!!* 

Hospitals. 

Fever. — The  Council  maintains  a Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases  containing  twelve  beds.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
remove  any  case  to  this  Hospital  during  1925. 

Smallpox — The  Council  also  maintains  a Hospital  for 
Smallpox  cases  containing  14  beds.  This  Hospital  is  within  the 
Borough  boundaries,  but  situated  upwards  of  a mile  from  the 
nearest  houses.  There  was  no  occasion  to  use  this  Hospital  during 
the  past  year. 

General  Hospital.— The  West  Norfolk  and  King’s  Lynn 
Hospital  contains  62  beds.  It  is  supported  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  also  receives  a limited  number  of  paying  patients. 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  Council  provide  means  for  removing  infectious  cases  to 
their  Hospitals,  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  provide  an 
ambulance  for  non-infectious  cases  and  for  accidents. 

Clinics. 

Maternity  & Child  Welfare. — This  Clinic  is  open  weekly 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
This  is  held  at  the  Friends’  Meeting  House,  New  Conduit  Street, 
and  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  Baker-Burton. 

School  Clinic. — This  is  provided  by  the  Elementary 
Education  Committee  and  is  open  every  morning.  It  is  held  in  a 
building  in  St.  James’  Road. 

Iuberculosis  Cases. — These  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  an  assistant  resides  in  the 
Borough  and  holds  clinics  at  the  West  Norfolk  Hospital. 
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Venereal  Disease — A Centre  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Diseases  is  in  operation  at  the  West  Norfolk  Hospital.  This  clinic 
is  also  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing. 

Professional  nursing  is  provided  by  a Nursing  Association 
supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  by  fees  for  services 
rendered.  No  public  provision  is  made  for  nursing  infectious  cases 
at  home. 

Midwives. 

There  are  two  registered  Midwives  practising  in  the  district. 
They  do  not  receive  any  subsidy  from  the  Council. 

Pathological  Examinations. 

Laboratory  work  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Pathological 
Laboratory  work  at  Norwich. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  excellent,  and  is  obtained 
from  the  Waterworks  situated  at  Gayton  six  miles  from  outside  the 
Borough.  The  supply  is  continuous  and  amply  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  community.  The  water  is  pumped  from  the  wells  at 
Gayton  to  a reservoir  at  Leziate,  containing  1,000,000  gallons.

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  cases  of  pollution  of  these  have  been  detected. 

Sewerage. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  contour  of  the  area  any  system 
of  purification  of  the  sewage  is  not  possible.  The  sewage  is  dis- 
charged into  the  River  Ouse  by  a number  of  outfalls  protected  by 
tidal  doors  to  regulate  the  admission  of  river  water.  The  whole 
area  is  drained  by  this  system  which  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Water  closets  are  in  use  throughout  the  Borough,  except  in 
the  outlying  hamlets  of  Saddlebow  and  in  the  Isolation  Hospitals, 
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Scavenging, 

Refuse  is  removed  regularly.  All  houses  are  required  to 
provide  a movable  covered  ashbin.  An  effort  should  be  made  to 
remove  refuse  twice  weekly.  The  ultimate  disposal  of  refuse  is  a 
matter  that  requires  consideration.  Heaps  of  derelict  paper,  etc., 
are  unsightly,  and  when  burned  near  habitations  are  a nuisance. 
The  dumping  of  refuse  at  Harding’s  Pits  should  cease  and  the  area 
cleansed.  The  best  method  of  dealing  with  refuse  is  by  burning  in 
a properly  constructed  incinerator. 

General  Housing  Conditions. 

This  is  not  a modern  town  ; many  of  the  houses  of  low  rent 
are  old  and  congested  in  various  areas.  There  are  also  many 
courts  and  yards  where  the  conditions  as  to  light  and  air  are  bad 
when  judged  by  modern  ideas  as  to  the  requirements  necessary  for 
a healthy  house.  There  is  a shortage  of  houses  of  low  rent  ; at 
least  two  hundred  houses  are  needed  to  meet  this  shortage. 

Overcrowding. 

There  are  several  areas  where  the  houses  are  closely  packed, 
notably  at  Highgate  and  in  the  area  to  the  East  and  South  of 
Coronation  Square.  Many  of  these  houses  are  small  and  accom- 
modation insufficient  for  healthy  occupation  by  the  present  tenants. 
Owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses  two  or  more  families  are  living  in 
some  houses. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  older  houses,  to  put  it  plainly,  are  worn  out.  One  has 
only  to  walk  after  a storm  along  a street  in  which  the  older  houses 
are  situated  to  notice  pieces  of  rotten  tiles,  etc.,  blown  down  by 
the  wind.  The  interiors,  too,  are  suffering  from  decay.  Dampness 
is  very  common  and  wood-work  is  often  rotten.  The  only  solution 
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seems  to  be  the  development  of  a suitable  site  where  a sufficient 
number  of  houses  can  be  built  to  accommodate  persons  now  in 
need  of  houses  and  those  living  at  present  in  unsuitable  houses, 
ior  the  purposes  of  drainage  and  for  other  reasons  an  elevated 
position  should  be  chosen,  and  as  there  is  not  such  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Borough  at  present,  recourse  should  be  sought  for 
utilising  a site  outside  the  Borough.  An  admirable  position  for  the 
development  of  a housing  scheme  would  be  the  higher  ground  on 
the  Gayton  Road  just  outside  Gay  wood. 

By  demolishing  some  of  the  older  houses  spaces  could  be 
opened  up  and  streets  widened. 

Notwithstanding  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  smaller 
houses,  the  health  of  the  town  is  good.  The  need  for  houses  is 
social  rather  than  physical.  I will  add  a few  examples  of  over- 
crowding : — 

(a)  2 bedrooms,  2 living  room — 13  occupants;  mother  and 
father,  children  aged  18,  16,  14,  14,  12,  10,  8,7,  5,  3, 
and  5 months. 

(b)  1 bedroom,  1 living  room — 6 occupants  ; mother,  child- 
ren aged  17,  13,  11,  9,  1. 

(c)  2 living  rooms,  2 bedrooms — 7 adults. 

In  the  event  of  an  infectious  disease  breaking  out  in  houses  occupied 
in  this  manner,  the  chances  that  all  the  imnates  are  infected  are 
many. 

Public  health  is  a wide  subject,  ranging  from  orange  peel  on 
the  pavement  and  Ford  van  drivers  to  artificial  means  of  counter- 
acting the  debilitating  effect  of  civilisation  on  the  national  physique. 
Some  fifteen  years  or  so  ago  serious  attention  began  to  be  given  to 
the  physical  development  of  the  nation,  and  an  attempt  was  made 
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for  the  State  to  take  over  the  control  of  the  health  of  its  members. 
A start  was  made  with  the  examination  periodically  of  all  children 
in  the  elementary  schools.  It  was  soon  realised  that  by  the  time 
children  reached  school  age  the  seeds  of  ill-health  were  often  sown, 
and  it  was  hoped  to  prevent  this  by  the  institution  of  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics.  The  natural  corollary  of  these  was  the  supervision 
of  the  health  of  the  adult  population,  so  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  made  its  appearance.  So  that  there  are  now  State 
Institutions  undertaking  the  care  of  the  people’s  health  from  birth 
to  death.  Then  came  the  war  and  the  medical  examination  of  a 
great  proportion  of  the  male  population  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
45  years.  This  seems  to  have  revealed  the  fact  that  something 
like  25%  of  the  males  between  these  ages  were  totally  unfit  for 
service.  The  actual  percentage  is  doubtful  owing  to  the  hurry  of 
the  examinations  and  for  other  reasons.  In  any  case  there  were  a 
large  number  of  unfit  (C.  3)  men. 

Now  the  question  to  be  considered  is  “ are  the  means  now 
in  operation  for  controlling  the  national  health  adequate  and 
effective  ?”  In  my  opinion  the  answer  is  undoubtedly  No. 

Mention  has  been  made  above  of  the  seeds  of  ill-health  being 
sown  in  infancy,  and  this  is  certainly  true  in  some  cases.  When  a 
child  is  born  healthy  its  health  may  be  impaired  by  wrong  treat- 
ment, and  in  preventing  this  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  doing 
incalculable  good.  But  there  are  many  children  who  are  born  with 
poor  physiques  which  they  have  to  dodge  throughout  their  lives. 
In  a very  large  number  of  cases  the  poor  physique  is  inherited. 
And  the  time  has  come  when  the  problem  of  these  congenitally 
impaired  lives  will  have  to  be  considered.  Various  suggestions 
have  been  made  for  dealing  with  the  matter  The  State  control  of 
marriage  has  its  advocates. 
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This  would  be  a simple  method  to  adopt,  but  it  would  not 
be  effective  for  reasons  only  too  obvious.  There  is  only  one  sure 
way  of  preventing  the  deterioration  of  the  human  race,  and  that  is 
by  preventing  unfit  persons  from  procreating.  How  this  is  to  be 
effected  is  the  problem  now  exercising  the  minds  of  alienists  and 
others.  Is  it  to  be  by  segregation  or  by  sterilisation  ? There  is  a 
campaign  in  action  now  among  some  people  advocating  birth  con- 
trol and  the  limitation  of  families.  If  those  people  will  confine 
their  attention  to  the  physically,  mentally  and  morally  unfit,  they 
will  be  doing  good  work.  The  healthy  parents  should  be  encour- 
aged to  be  fertile. 

These  remarks  are  national  rather  than  parochial,  but  sooner 
or  later  the  question  will  have  to  be  decided,  otherwise  when  the 
next  war  comes  along  we  shall  find  ourselves  a D.  3 nation. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  I have  received  throughout 
the  year  and  in  the  compilation  of  this  report  from  the  Officials  of 
the  Corporation,  and  to  thank  them  for  their  assistance  always 
generously  given.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925.  During 
that  time  I have  paid  first  visits  to  211  children  less  than  one 
month  old,  1,145  visits  to  children  under  one  year,  and  1,671  visits 
to  children  from  one  to  five  years  of  age. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  among  these  children  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  in  most  cases  it  was  accompanied  by 
Bronchitis  which  consequently  hindered  their  complete  recovery. 

There  were  very  few  cases  of  Diarrhoea  during  the  summer 
months. 

Since  early  September,  there  has  been  an  epidemic  of 
Whooping  Cough  ; this,  no  doubt,  would  not  have  been  so  serious 
if  the  children  had  not  suffered  from  Bronchitis  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

I have  noticed  during  my  year’s  work  that  Otorrhoea  is  very 
much  on  the  increase  among  the  children  under  five  years  of  age. 
Those  found  suffering  from  this  disease  have  either  been  advised  to 
consult  their  own  Doctor  or  sent  to  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Dr.  Parker  has  attended  11  children  for  eye  trouble,  4 of 
which  have  been  fitted  with  glasses. 

The  special  cases  sent  to  Hospital  numbered  42.  Of  these 
19  received  general  treatment,  2 were  operated  on  for  Hernia, 

1 for  Mastoid,  2 for  Glands  and  the  remaining  18  for  minor  troubles. 
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The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  open  on  Thursdays 
from  2-30  to  4-30  p m.  Dr.  Burton  has  been  in  attendance  at  each 
session. 

I have  been  present  at  each  consultation,  and  cases  which 
the  Doctor  thought  needed  special  instruction  or  supervision  have 
been  visited  as  long  as  necessary  in  their  own  homes. 

Owing  to  the  greatly  increased  attendance  at  the  Centre, 
the  weighing  of  children  has  had  to  be  done  weekly  as  in  1924. 
The  Centre  has  been  open  47  times  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
attendances  made  by  children  has  been  2,339,  that  of  the  Mothers 
1,678.  This  makes  an  average  of  49  7 for  children  and  35'7  for  the 
Mothers. 

One  hundred  and  forty-two  new  children  have  been  entered 
upon  the  register  during  1925. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-two  Ante-Natal  visits  have  been  paid 
to  expectant  Mothers.  Dr.  Nash,  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  for  the 
County  of  Norfolk,  has  visited  the  Centre  twice  during  the  year.

There  has  again  been  remarkable  freedom  from  Infectious 
Disease  in  the  Borough  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

39  rooms  have  been  disinfected,  and  381  articles  treated  at 


the  Steam  Disinfector. 
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The  infected  houses  are  disinfected  free  of  charge  on  patients 
being  certified  to  be  free  from  Infection  by  the  Medical  Attendant, 
or  on  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital.  Disinfection  is  also  carried 
out  in  Cancer  and  Tuberculosis  cases.  The  method  of  disinfection 
is  by  formal  in  lamps  and  spraying,  and  the  bedding,  etc.,  is  dis- 
infected by  a Washington  Lyons  Steam  Disinfector.

Meat  Regulations,  30th  Jan.,  1925. 

A copy  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  and  a 
circular  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  thereon,  were  submitted 
to  the  Health  Committee. 

Resolved  : That  copies  of  the  Regulations  be  sent  to  all  Meat 
Retailers  in  the  Borough. 

Meat  retailers,  Slaughter-house  occupiers,  and  Railway 
Companies,  were  supplied  with  the  Regulations.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions  the  Regulations  were  readily  complied  with. 

L The  greater  part  of  the  meat  is  inspected  at  the  time  of 
slaughter.  Condemned  meat  is  destroyed  by  burning,  and  an 
incinerator  has  been  recently  erected  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Stalls,  shops,  stores,  and  vehicles  are  regularly  inspected. 

3.  There  are  two  Public  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough 
privately  owned  and  occupied. 

There  is  no  Slaughter-house  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority. 
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Premises  in  which  Food  is  prepared. 

Regular  inspection  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation  of 
food  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  conditions  generally  have  been 
found  satisfactory. 

All  Bakehouses  in  the  Borough  were  inspected  and  found  to 
be  in  good  order  with  the  exception  of  fifteen,  which  were  untidy  and 
several  of  the  floors  dirty.

November — 3 carcases  of  beef  (generalised  tuberculosis) 

December — carcase  of  Beef  (localised  tuberculosis).

Common  Lodging*  Houses. 

There  are  two  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough.  These  places  are  large  dwelling  houses  containing  several 
rooms,  and  are  far  from  being  model  lodging  houses.  There  is  a need 
for  an  up-to-date  model  lodging  house  in  the  Borough. 

Rat  Destruction. 

Rat  destruction  in  the  Borough  is  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Rat  Officer,  and  for  the  Port  Sanitary  District,  under  the 
Port  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Many  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  rats  in  various 
premises.  The  complaints  have  been  at  once  sent  to  Mr.  Youngman, 
the  County  Rat  Officer,  who  has  investigated  the  complaint  and  taken 
measures  to  have  the  rats  destroyed.  The  measures  adopted  for 
destroying  the  rats  on  Corporation  property  are  poison,  gassing,  ferrets 
and  dogs 

Number  of  rats  ascertained  to  be  destroyed  at  ash  tips  and 
other  Corporation  property  is  1,500.

During  the  year  1925,  twelve  visits  were  made  by  me  to  the 
Borough  ; also  three  days  of  the  Rat  Week  were  given.  During  this 
campaign  posters  were  put  out  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  including 
Police  notice  boards  and  all  Dock  premises  ; pamphlets  on  simple 
suggestions  for  rat  destruction  were  distributed  through  schools  ; 
posters  displayed  at  Chemists’  shops  where  suitable  poisons  could  be 
supplied,  and  slides  shown  on  local  cinemas.  Condition  of  the 
Borough  I consider  greatly  improved,  and  very  much  keener  interest 
taken  by  the  public  in  general.

Corporation  Ashtip,  Harding’s  Pits. 

Complaints  were  received  concerning  a nuisance  arising  from 
the  above  pit.  I reported  the  matter  to  the  Health  Committee,  who 
gave  instructions  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  to  pump  out  the  pits  and 
proceed  with  the  work  of  filling  up  as  directed. 

The  work  was  immediately  proceeded  with  and  no  further 
complaints  were  received. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  76  Milksellers  on  the  Borough  Register.  These 
consist  of  57  Retailers,  3 of  whom  reside  outside  the  Borough  and  19 
Wholesalers  all  of  whom  reside  outside  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  registered  is  39.  Of  these  15 
have  their  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  and  are  also  Retail  Purveyors. 
The  others  consist  of  19  Wholesalers  and  5 Retailers.

A Cow  suffering  from  a chronic  cough  and  showing  signs  of 
tuberculosis  was  reported  to  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  was  dealt 
with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.

There  are  88  Factories  and  247  Workshops  registered  in  the 
Borough  ; of  these  there  are  33  occupied  Workshop  Bakehouses  and 
2 Factory  Bakehouses.

The  majority  of  ships  entering  the  Port  were  free  from  rats. 
Three  ships  were  infested  with  rats,  and  steps  were  taken  to  destroy 
them  by  laying  poison  and  traps.  Six  ships  had  recently  been 
fumigated  for  rats  at  their  home  Ports 

The  Dock  Company  and  occupiers  of  warehouses  have  taken  a 
keen  interest  in  destroying  rats  on  their  premises. 

On  17th  J une,  1925,  40  boxes  of  compound  lard  was  landed 
from  the  Steamship  “ Damsterdiep,”  which  was  not  marked  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations.
